A board of management that will 


allow a bar-room inside tho Exposition 
building, whore beer is sold every min- 
ute during the day, will uot have to 
stretch their consciences very far to do- 
cide to open on Sundays, if tho Milwau- 
kee Exposition can't stand on its merits 
and win success without catering to tho 
beer interest, it ought not to succeed at 
all. Tho bar-room interest should not 
be permitted to dictate the management 
of the Exposition, because those who will 
contribute .more to the success of tho 
worthy enterprise than any other class 
will bo that very largo and highly re- 
spectable class who believe in decency 
in all things.

Old Trees. 


Tho ages attained by somo of the 


conifeno arc scarcely loss extraordinary 
than their colossal bulk. 
Tho greatest 


longevity assigued to any tree is perhaps 
credited to tho celebrated taxodium of 
Ohapultepec, in Mexico, 117 feet m cir- 
cumference-, which is thought by Do 
Oandollo to exceed in ago the baobab of 
Senegal, inferred to bo 5150 years ohl. 
Goopport states that Ta.eodium disti- 
chum has been ascertained by its annu- 
lar rings to live 2,000 years. The mam- 
moth tree has beon estimated to live 
4,000 years in California. Do Candollo 
quotes a number of instances of longevity 
in tho yew, and Endlichci considers one 
in Derbyshire to bo 2,09G years old, and 
the one at Grasford, in North Wales, 
1,400 years old. Tho pines, cypress, firs, 
larches and cedars are credited with 
ages of 200, 300 and even 500 years. 
Picea 200 feet iu height is mentioned by 
Qoepperfc, as ascertained by its annular 
rings, to bo 4GO years old, and a larix of 
120 feet to be 57(J years old. The Scotch 
pine (Finns si/li'cstus') is said to require 
200 yeara to mature its timber to perfec- 
tion. In Vcitch'.M Manual of tho Coniform 
tho ages of some of these aro stated at 
considerably less. 
Other examples of a 


longevity greater than 500 years aro 
mentioned. Those aro Ccdras dcodara, 
750 to 900 years; cedar of Lebanon, GOO 
to 800 years. It is important, however, 
to recognize the fact that rings of growth 
nro not in all cases trustworthy guides, 
and the subject is still involved in some 
obscurity. 
Tho rings of growth in 


eucalyptus have been ascertained to bo 
biennial. White cedars planted iu Eng- 
land show symptoms of decay, as in 
Bichmond Park, as if their full ago in 
this climate at least were already reached. 


Oanlcncrs' Chronicle. 


IT is generally believed that 'a Mr. 


Richardson, of New Jersey, first intro- 
duced lung plague from England, in a 
shipment of short-horns, and, discover- 
ing the true nature of tho disease, 
stamped it out by tho slaughter of his 
whole herd, valued at $10,000.

Lo Bien Public (which always pro-, 
tended to havo no official connections)^ 
then looked very foolish. As Tor the spy, 
it may bo doubted whether, on his re- 
turn to Paris, he was received with smil- 
ing thanks.—Corn/tilt Afa.ya.sine.

Fishing in the rivers and streams of 


the Main Island is not considered as n, 
•port by tho Japanese, but as a means 
of livelihood, and therefore " tho gentle 
angler " will not receive much encour- 
agement from the brotherhood in tho 
Land of the Rising Sun. Salmon trout, 
trout an ai (a small but gnmo fish) are 
"educated," on some rivers, to take tho 
fly. 
Tho Japs work with very small 


flies, fine tackle, slight bamboo rods, 
with which they arc very successful. 
Altogether, however, tho gamo will bo 
found scarcely worth tho caudle on tho 
main laud, but capital sport with tho 
salmon trout can bo obtained in several 
streams near Satsnporo, in Yczo, during 
May and June, with a geuuiiio British 
fly, Tho most important export from 


• wzo is in dried salmon, which are netted 
'in incredible quantities in various rivers 
oftho northern part of tho island and in 
tho southern Kurilos; but sport in tho.se 
rivers among tho dense masses of fish is 
out of the question, even if the proprie- 
tors of tho fishings would allow their lish 
to bo poached. Tho Japanese seaboard 
is everywhere picturesque, and the seas 
abound with iish, giving employment to 
the crews of thousands of fishing-boats.

Wooden Flour. 


There is danger ahead for tho milling 


ratornlty, and it may bo as well to take 
;imo by tho fetlock and prepare to moot, 
t. 
Good Jfcalth says bread of highly 


nutritious and palatable character may 
je made from wood. Think of this for a 
moment. 
Whon the price of wood pulp, 


'or paper mauufacturro, falls below a 
profitable point, tho pulp can bo con- 
verted intd'flour, and this can bo sold at 


price far below that of flour. ' Why ? 


Well, there will bo no necessity for mid- 
ling purifiers, as there will bo no middl- 
ings ; tho germ will be so large it can 
be chopped out; tho bran (bark) can bo 
hewed off with a broadaxe. Big thing, 
ain't it? Hero's tho process: 


"Every thing soluble in water is first 


removed by frequent maceration and' 
boiling ; tho.wood is then reduced to a 
minute state of division, not merely into 
fine fibers, but actual powder ; and after 
being repeatedly subjected to heat in an 
oven, is ground in the usual, manner of 
of corn. 
Wood thus prepared acquires 


the smell and taste of corn-Hour. It is,' 
however, never quite white. It agrees 
•with corn-flour in not fermenting without 
the addition of leaven, and in this case 
some leaven o£ coru-ilour is found to 
answer best. With this it makes a per- 
fectly uniform and spongy broad, and 
when it is thoroughly baked and haa 
much crust it has a much better taste o) 
broad than what in time of scarcity ii 
prepared from tho bran and husks of 
corn." 
There has been at times great scarcity 


of medium and low grades of flour, f<?r 
export. There will bo no need for this 
hereafter, as exporters can cut down 
few telegraph polos, wooden hitohing- 
posts, or. even .carry off their enemies 
front door-steps, convert them into i 
highly nutritious article of flour, one 
ship it abroad to supply the wants of the 
down-trodden laboring classes of Europe 
When the nianufucturu of wood flour 
gets fairly under way, how would it do 
to convert tho big Pillsbury and Wash 
burn -mills into 
a Miller's College?

is steamed rather than boiled until it is , 
nearly done; then the cover is taken off, i 
;ho surplus steam and moisture allowed to j 
tscape, and the rice turns out a mass of 
snow-white kernels, each separate from 
;b.6 other, and as much superior to the j 
usual soggy pass as a fine mealy potato 
is superior to the water-soaked article.' 


AMBEH Sour.—Fry a largo chickfen 


with a small piece of pork and a largo 
onion. Put them into tho soup-pot with 
;wo or three pounds of • veal or beef and 
a gallon of cold water. . Lot thorn sim- 
mer slowly for four hours, skimming 
very frequently. Add then a small car- 
rot, a turnip, oua stick o! celery, two 
sprigs of parsley, four cloves, half a 
toaspoonful of small peppor corns and a 
little salt. 
Let it simmer slowly for 


another hour, strain and return to the 
pot.

tho water in which they were boiled in 
tho bottom of tho pan. • Let them baka 
until nicely browned, besting frequent- 
ly. To fry sweetbreads, cut them into 
pieces tho size of an oyster, or fry them 
whole. Season with pepper and salt,

Buffalo Bill requires no introduc- 
tion to the public—hia rifle and exploits, 
abetted by yellow back literature, have 
already given him a world-wide notoriety.

mau from Nebraska, and the Rockies, 
suggested that the weather was somewhat 
beery, and the two prepared to beer.
